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PREFACE. 


Tux editor of the following pages might have had 
fome doubts reſpecting the expediency of laying 
before the public the information which they contain's 
but the ſanction which has been given to works of this 

nature for many years paſt, leaves him no room to 
queſtion its being acceptable both to the public and to 
thoſe who are entruſted with the conduct of public 
affairs. The Reports of the Commiſſioners of Accounts, 
diſcloſing the whole ſyſtem of the National Finances, and 
the interior of many of the principal Offices of Govern. 
ment, were, by the direſtions of the act of parliament, 
laid before each branch of the Legiſlature, and have ſince 
been publiſhed (with the approbation of Government) 
by their Secretary, and dedicated, by petmiſſion, to the 
King. The Reports of the Commiſſioners for the Enquiry 
into Fees and Emoluments of Office, though directed by 
thea@ to be made only to His Majeſty's Privy Council 
have been ſince called for by the Houſe of Commons, 
and after being printed by their order for the peruſal of 


ile Members, have been ſince reprinted ſor ſale by a

bookſeller in Weſtminſter, nothing being reſerved but 


the Appendixes, which, it is underſtood, were excepted 
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from the order of the Houſe, rather on account of | 


their bulk, than from any expreſs diſpoſition to with- 
hold their contents. | 

The Reports of . theſe two Commiſſions have put 
the public into poſſeſſion of a great variety of informa- 
tion reſpecting the Departments of Government, The 
reſpective objefts of each were of a very different 


kind. The one had the important and dignified diſ- 


cuſſion of the Public Accounts of a great Empire at a 
period of the greateſt National Expenditure ever known: 
the other was to enquire into the minute Profits of the 
Officers who carried on that Expenditure, or tranſacted 
other public buſineſs: the former comprized under its 
conſideration the due application of Millions; the latter 
was to deſcend to every petty receipt of the Servants of 
Government, and trifling diſburſements of Office, and 
could only in a few inſtances turn its enquiries to objeQs 


of a higher nature. The materials of each being to a 


certain degree different, ſo is the character of the reſpec- 
tive productions; the former engaging our attention by 
the magnitude of the concerns which it brings under our 
view, and by the extenſive range which its reſearches take; 
the latter intereſting us by the details which it gives 
of the tranſattions of Office, the Duties and Attendance 


of Officers, the Compenſation they receive from Go- 


vernment and Individuals under various heads, and 
the diſtribution which ſuch Compenſation undergoes, 


by official regulation or private arrangement. 
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The Expenſe of the two Commiſſions was upon a very 
different ſcale; that of the Commiſſion of Public Accounts 


was conſiderable (though not more than commenſurate 
with the importance of the object which it embraced) 
the ſum of (61,393, having been paid in compenſation' 
to the Commiſſioners at the rate of £1500 each per an- 
num, and the Expenſes of their Eſtabliſhment, during the 
ſeven years of their continuance, including the Salaries 
to their Secretary and other Officers, having amounted' 
to about £1300 per annum, making the total Expenſe 
about Seventy Thouſand Pounds. The Commiſſion 
for enquiring into Fees, &c. was conducted on a 
plan as ceconomical as its ſubject was humble: the whole 
which it coſt is ſtated in one line of the Appendix “ to the 
Report of the Revenue Committee in May, 1791, and 
amounts to the ſum of {2464 145. 6d; being on an average 
of the three years and an half that it laſted, about £700 
per annum; the only application of which ſum was for 
the Hire of Apartments, and the Salaries and Journies of 
Copying Clerks and Meſſengers ;' for neither the Com- 
miſſioners, nor their Secretary, received any kind of 
Salary or Remuneration for this - buſineſs; but, on 
the contrary, paid individually out of their own pockets 
the expenſes of their journies and reſidence at the 
ſeveral Out-ports, in the proſecution of this enquiry.” 
- Theſe ſources of information being before the public, 
and ſome alterations having been ſince made in the offices 
to which they relate, by parliamentary and other autho. 
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rity. at different periods, and the Editor being likewiſe 
in poſſeſſion of many Documents from which he has col- 
lected ſome particulars of a nature intereſting to the 
public, and of no detriment to any perſon by their, pub- 
lication, be bas thought it not wholly an uſeleſs em- 
ployment for ſome leiſure hours, to compile from thence 
the work which now meets the public Eye. 

The circumſtance which entitles the two ſets of re- 
ports above mentioned to a ſuperior degree of credit and 
eſtimation, is, that they are founded on the depoſitions of 
the parties to whom they relate, Other information on 
the ſame ſubjeQ has at different times been produced 

both to the Executive Government and to Parliament, 

but it has wanted this recommendation to give weight 

to its, contents, In the Autumn of 1482, and again in 

the following Year, returns were made to orders of the 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury for accounts of all 

the Fees, Gratuities, and Perquiſites, received in the Of, 
| kices of Revenue and Public Expenditure, ſubordinate to 
or connected with that high Department of Government, 
with a view to regulations then in contemplation: and 
in the latter of thoſe Years, ſimilar accounts were called 
for and produced to the Houſe of Commons, with a view 
to a Bill on the ſubject then before the Houſe ; beſides 
which, in the ſeſſion of 1787, a report was made by a 
Committee of the Houſe reſpecting certain tranſactions 
which had been noticed in the Poſt Office. Theſe ac» 
counts, however, as they wanted that ſolemn teſt of credit 
which the ſubſequent enquiry has had, did not attratt 
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equal notice; and the inſormation which they contained 
on the principal Offices to which they related, is now ſu- 
perſeded by the detailed Reports, founded on the viva 
voce teſtimony of the Parties which have ſince made 
their appearance. 

Enquiries of this kind are not to be conſidered as mere 
Ingqueſts into Abuſes; in that point of view they might not 
always anſwer the labour of the inveſtigation: Regulation 
in future, not crimination for the paſt, is the object to be 
purſued. The condu@ of the Officer may have been 
faultleſs, and yet the Office may admit of improvement. 
It is important to know the real ſtate of things, whether 
it be good or bad, whether the abuſes be many or few, 
or none at all, Without ſuch a knowledge, dark ſurmiſes 

fill the place of truth, and improvement is at a ſtand, e ven 
in thoſe caſes where it is moſt prafticable; nor have we 
any anſwer to give to clamours for Reform, in thoſe caſes 
where alteration could be conducive to no good purpoſe ; 
but information, founded on unqueſtionable evidence like 
this, may give riſe to meaſures of judicious and temperate 
regulation, without leading the mind too far, or occaſion- 
ing any premature or inconſiderate change in Eſtabliſh. 
ments of high antiquity and great public importance ; 
for there is no ſentiment to whick the Editor more 
readily ſubſcribes, than to that of the Commiſſioners of 
Public Accounts in their ſixth Report“ That Eſta. 
bliſhments of ſuch a deſcription are entitled to the ut- 
moſt reſpe&, and that alterations in them ſhould be 


well weighed, and propoſed with caution and diffi» 
dence,”

Ix ancient times there was but one Secretary for State Affairs, who 
was ſtiled the King's Chief 2 and is mentioned under that Title 
in the Act of the ziſt of 8 II. c. 10, which ſettles his rank. 
Though perhaps not then an Office of the ſame importance as at preſent, 
it muſt have been a ſituation of no ſmall dignity, as proviſion is made 
that if he be cither a Baron or a Biſhop, he ſhall rank above all others re- 
oat of thoſe degrees; and if a Commoner he is to have the Privi- 
lege of fitting on the upper part of the Woolſack, with ſuch other great 
cers of State as may happen to be Commoners. Towards the: cloſe 
of King Henry's Reign it was thought fit that this Office ſhoula be diſ- 
charged by two 4 of 2 power and authority, both ſtiled Princi- 
retaries of State. ides their ordinary attendance on the So- 
vereign, they officiated at the Privy Council, not indeed as Members, 
but for the purpoſe of laying buſineſs before the Boatd, one of them 
ſtanding on each fide of the King. In the Reign, however, of Queen 
Elizabeth, who ſeldom attended the Council, it was thought more fitting 
that they ſhould fit at the Board, and they have ever finee been Privy 
Counſellors ; and it ſeldom, if ever, happens that any Council is held 
without the preſence of one of them. 
The Buſineſs of the Nations of Europe was originally divided between 


them, ſo as to form two Departments, the Northern and the Southern. 


And ſubſequent to the Union, a third Principal Secretary of State was 
occaſionally * for Scotland, but was ſinally diſcontinued in 1745. 
Again in 1768, upon the increaſing critical ſituation of Colonial Allis, 
another Principal Secretary of State was added for the Colonies, but ſup- 
preſſed by act of Parliament in 1782. 

The Northern Department included Scotland, Sweden, Denmark, Hol- 
land, Germany, Pruſſia, Poland, and Ruflia, The Southern Department 
included Ireland, France, Spain, Portugal, Italy, and Turkey: to which 
were annexed the Britiſh Settlements abroad. The internal domeſtic 
buſineſs * be tranſacted in either Department, but was, in gene- 
ral, left wholly to the Senior Secretary, In April 1782, however,

The Secretaries of State have the Cuſtody of the King's Signet, which 
muſt be affixed to all Inftruments "before they can paſs the Privy or Great 
Seal. There are four Clerks ot the Signet, whoſe Fees were ſettled by 
AR of Parliament 27th Hen, VIII. c. 11. and who have an Office for 
carrying on their bWfineſs ; and when the King iſſues his Warrant for a 
Grant of any kind, the A _ General prepares a Bill or Drayght of Let- 
ters Patent, which Bill is fig oO King, and lodged at the Signet Ot. 
fice ; and a Tranſcript, under the King's Signet, is iſſued from thence, 
and is an authority to the Lord Privy Seal, as his Writ is in turn to the 
Lord Chancellor to paſs the ſame through their Departments, All 
Warrants for the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland are entered here previous to 
their tranſmiſſion, The Signet itſelf is kept in the Secretary of State's 
Office, of which the Signet Office is properly a branch, though from ac-

The duty of the Under Secretaries is to attend to the execution of ſuch 
orders; to prepare draughts of ſuch ſpecial letters and inſtructions as oc- 
caſion may require; to tranſact, themſelves, whatever is of the moſt 
confidential nature, and generally to ſuperintend the buſineſs of the office 
in all its branches. 


The duty of the Chief Clerk is to diſtribute the ordinary official buſineſs 
among the clerks, to ſee that all warraats and other inſtruments are duly 
prepared, tranſmitted to the proper perſons for ſignature, and delivered to 
the reſpective parties, when application is made, and the regular fees paid 
for the ſame; likewiſe that the office books are MW ept, and the 
public diſpatches punctually tranſmitted, He further acts as the accountant 
of the office, in which capacity he receives and accounts for the Secretary 
of State's ſalary, all the fees and gratuities, together with ſuch other ſuns 
as are iſſued for defraying the general expenſe of the office. 


The remaining clerks, who are diſtinguiſhed by the rank of Senior and 
Junior in the Home Department, though without any ſuch diſtinction in 
the Foreign, obey ſuch orders as they receive from their ſuperiors in 
office, but have no particular branches of buſineſs aſſigned to them. 


Taz ATTENDANCE of the Under Secretaries (viz. of one in each

TREASURY. 


Tus Lord High 'I'teaſurer, when any ſuch Officer is appointed, is next 
in rank to the Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain; and the Truſt 
and Authority veſted in him is very conſiderable. He has under his 
charge and government all the Revenues of the Crown, which are receiy- 
ed and iſſued into and from the Exchequer ; as alſo the Cheque of all 
Officers anywiſe employed in collecting Impoſts, Cuſtoms, Tributes, or 
other Daties payable to the Crown, and applicable to the uſes of his Ma- 
jeſty's Civil — or other public purpoſes. He has the power of 
etting Leaſes of all the Lands belonging to the Crown ; and when Eſ- 
cheators are appointed in any of the Counties, he has the nomination of 
them; and in his gift are all the Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, and 
ſimilar officers in all the Ports of the Kingdom, 


The office was formerly conferred by the delivery of the Golden — 0 
of the Treaſury ; and, in ſabſequent times, by the delivery of a White 
Staff to him by the King ; beſides which, he has a Commiſſion under the 
Great Seal, and takes an oath (ſimilar to that, mutatis mutandis, taken 77 
Privy Counſellors and other ſtate officers) upon being introduced to h 

ſeat in the Court of Exchequer, where his place is now merely hono- 
rary, he never fitting judicially among the Barons, as in ancient times, 


This great office however has, for above this century paſt, excepting

The office of Aſſiſtant 
Solicitor was firſt eſtabliſhed in the year 1746, by reaſon of the number of 
ſtate trials then carrying forward; and having been fince found neceſſary, 
on account of the proceſſes frequently carrying on in different parts of the 
kingdom at the ſame moment, has continued from that period, 


The duty of the remaining officers is implied by their titles, and their 
attendance is daily during the office hours, | 


The Extra Clerks were originally introduced into the office of the 
Treaſury in December 1777, in order to expedite the copying of papers 
called for oy parliament. eir number was at firſt five; but at the con- 
cluſion of the ſeſſions in 1778, was reduced to three, and has ſince varied, 
from time to time, according to the degree of aſſiſtance wanted, and ſtands - 
at preſent at five, the original number. They have been found eſſentially 
uſeful in ſervices, which, before, for want of proper officers, had been 
much neglected. Three of them regiſter, docquet, and arrange the 
for the Board; two of thoſe three have the care of the Treaſury Bills of 
Exchange ; the fourth has of late been chiefly employed as a temporary 
aſſiſtant to the Deputy Keeper of the Papers, to complete the arrangement 
of the ſame ; and the fifth is employed in copying papers, and in the 
various buſineſs of the Treaſury, as are occaſionally all others. 


The Extra Meſſengers are of long ſtanding in the Treaſury, and their

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POST OFFICE. 


Tur firſt Poſt Offices in Great Britain bo have ben Ie 
hands, having been eſtabliſhed by individuals, very much on the footing 
of Stage Coaches, or of modern Parcel Poſts, each Office undertaking the 
Conveyance of Letters in a ſeparate Diſtrict, Theſe attracted the atten- 
tion of Government, and various tions were made reſpecting them, 
but the particulars are not correctly aſcertained; except that ſme old 
ſtatutes exiſt on the ſubject, and that the poſt was reduced more 4 
and made more an object of revenue during the commonwealth, it 
had been previous to that time.

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From this time, two perſons have uniformly been inted to execute 
the Office of Poſt-Maſter General; and being within the Diſqualification 
AR, they are excluded from fitting in the Houſe of Commons; but Peers 
may be, and uſually are, appointed to this Office, as it does not interfere 
with their Privilege of fitting in Parliament. 


The following Account of the Poſt Office is extracted from the Tenth 
Report of the Commiſſioners of Enquiry, dated 3oth of June, 1788. 


BY an act of Parliament paſſed in the ninth year of the reign of her 
"late, Majeſty Queen Anne, one General Letter Office and Poſt Office was 
erected and eſtabliſhed in London, for the receipt, conveyance, and diſtri- 
bution of all Letters and Packets whatſoever, to or from any part of the 
Britiſh Dominions or Territories, or to and from any other kingdom or 
country beyond the ſeas, By the ſaid act, her Majeſty, her heirs, and 
ſucceſſors, were empowered to conſtitute and appoint, from time to time, 
by Letters Patent, under the Great Seal of Great Britain, one Maſter of 
the ſaid General Letter Office and Poſt Office, by the name and ftyle of 
Poſtmaſter-General z which officer, and his deputy and deputies by him 
thereunto duly appointed, and his and their ſervants and agents, and no

tions, orders, and directions, in relation to the ſaid revenue, purſuant to 
the ſaid afts, as he ſhall, from time to time, receive under your Majeſty's 
royal gn manual: and, touching the management, ordering, and govern- 
ment of the revenue in the ſaid office, he is to obſerve ſuch orders and 
directions as the Commiſſioners of your Majeſty's Treaſury ſhall, from time 
to time, think fit to give him for your Majeſty's ſervice, perſuant to the 


intent and meaning of the ſaid act: he 1s to appoint ſuch "ne wed. 
Maſters, Subſtitutes, Acceuntants, Comptrollers, Superviſors, rs,

l think fit and neceſſary for the ſervice. He is authoriſed to ſuſpend, 
remove, and diſplace the ſaid perſons, or any of them, and to take ſuch 
ſecurity from all as he ſhall think fit, for. the faithful diſcharge of their 
duty, and of their reſpective truſts : he is to eſtabliſh ſuch ſalaries and al- 
lowances to the ſaid officers, for their reſpective ſervices, as the Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Treaſury ſhall approve ; he is alſo to allow ſuch incident and 
contingent charges, as may ariſe in the management of the ſaid office, or

Tur Lord High Admiral ranks next to the Earl Matſhal; and i 
the ninth in order of the great officers of ſtate, reckoning the Lo 
Ss 5 Steward and Lord High Conſtable as two, who precede him; but 
thoſe offices are very rarely up. He is ſtyled, in old records, Capi. 
taneus Marinorum, and has power in all maritime caſes, both civil and 
eriminal ; and his juriſdiction extends not only over the ſeas, but to 
er and havens; to low water mark, or above it when the tide is up: 
and to the firſt btidge upon all rivets, | | 


He has a Court, in which a Judge py under his authority, and 

des according to the civil Code or Law of Nations; but, in caſes of 
iracy, or Felonies committed at ſea, the trial muſt be by 27th Henry 

II. c. 4. in like form and condition, as if ſuch offences had been dons 

upon the land, and accordingly he xn muſt be impannelled; He 
is intitled to a vafiety of fines and forteitures, and to all fiſhes of a cer- 
tain magnitude, called Royal Fiſhes, thrown on ſhore by the ſea : but his 
Office has been conſiderably abridged of its perquiſites ſince the period 
of the Revolution. 


On account of the very great power and patronage annexed to the 
ſituation of Lord High Admiral, it has generally been given to one of the 
Royal Family; James Duke of York lield it from the time of the 
Reſtoration, till the paſſing of the Teſt Act in 1673, after which it was 
in commiſſion to the time of his gcceſſion to the throne, when he de- 
elared himſelf in council, Lord High Admiral, and tranſacted the buſis 
neſs of the depattment through Mr. Secretaty Pepys. 


Thomas Earl of Pembtoke was Lord High Admital for 4 few months 
previous to Queen Anne's acceſſion, and again during her reign in A 
and, in the interim, this high office was held by het Majcfy's huſba 
Prince e of Denmark, who appoi Commiſſioners from time to 
time to be of his council: and it was in the capacity of one of theſe Com- 
mifſioners that Sir Robert Walpole was firſt introduced into public life. 


From the reign of Queen Anne to the preſent time, the office of Lord 
High Admitel has been executed by ſeven Lords Commiſſioners, the ficlt 
of whom has the chief reſponſibility, and is conſtantly a Privy Coun« 
ſellor and one of the Cabinet. | ;

by themſelves or their Secretaries, all orders neceſſary for carrying their 
directions into execution, and generally to ſuperintend and direct the 
whole naval and marine eſtabliſhments of Great Britain, 


The duty of the Secretaries is to lay before the Board all memorials, 
letters, and other papers tranſmitted to this office ; to receive and minute 
down the orders of the Lords Commiſſioners, and to ſee to the official ex- 
ecution thereof; to counterſign all inſtruments where the ſame may be 
neceſſary ; and generally to attend to the diſpatch of all buſineſs ariſing in 
this office, either in the naval or marine departments, 


The duty of the eſtabliſhed Clerks is to prepare Memorials, Inftruftions» 
Orders, Letters, and other Inſtruments conformable to the minutes of the 
Board, and the directions of the Secretaries: each Clerk,the junior excepted, 
has a ſeparate branch of this buſineſs under his charge, and is affiſted 
therein by one or more of the Extra Clerks, according to the degree of 
buſineſs in the branch aſſigned to him. The Chief Clerk, beſides the 
of one of theſe branches, has the general ſuperintendance of the 
whole official buſineſs in the naval department, He likewiſe has the care 
of the maps, charts, and books of the Office, and the payment of moſt

The fourth of the eſtabliſhed Clerks, beſides the duty of his branch* 
afts as Receiver of Fees, and Accomptant to this Office, and is employed 
to check the bills of the Admiralty Meſſengers. 


The junior Clerk upon the Eſtabliſhment, having no branch of the 
official buſineſs' affigned to him, at in the capacity of an Aſſiſtant to the 
Chief Cle.

The attendance of the Secretaries is conſtant and unremitting ; that of 
the Chief Clerk is daily from eleven to-five o'clock, as is likewiſe that 
of the other eſtabliſhed Clerks, who further attend, by rotation, in the 
evening, to make up, frank, and diſpatch, the public letters; and the 
Extra Ger s, beſides the like daily attendance, are alſo required to be at the

The duty of the firſt Marine Clerk is to prepare all Memorials, In- 
ſtructions, Drafts of Orders and Commiſſions required for the marine 
Corps, alſo to examine and check the tradeſmen's bills for their clothing, 
accoutrements, and contingencies ; and his attendance is daily from be- 
tween twelve and one to about four o'clock.

The head Meſſenger, beſides the duty. uſually belonging to ſuch ſitua- 
tion, has the ſuperintendance of all the inferior departments of the Of- 
fice, and his attendance is conſtant, The duty of the remaining officers 
is implied by their titles, and they attend (the Houſe-keeper excepted)

The expenſes of this eſtabliſhment are defrayed in the following man- 
ner: Specific ſums are voted annually by Parliament, upon the ordinary 
eſtimate of the Navy, for the ſalaries in the navy department, and for the 
expenſe of ſtationary and contingencies.

Exctvusv of the Secretaries and two Clerks in the Marine De- 
partment of the Admiralty Office, there is an eſtabliſhment annexed to 
that office for the Pay of his Majeſty's Marine Forces, This eſtabliſhment 
conſiſts of a Pay-maſter of the ſaid forces, an Agent, and three Deputy 
Paymaſters, one at each of the out ports, 


The duty of theſe officers is, in conjunction with the Treaſurer of his 
Majeſty's vo to conduct the payment of the ſaid forces, the Trea- 
ſurer of the Navy paying ſuch of the non-commiſſioned Officers and 
Privates as are on ſhip-board; the Pay-maſter of the Marines paying the 
General and Lieutenant-general of that corps, alſo the halt-pay, the 
clothing, the charge of recruiting in Ireland, the ſalaries of moſt of the 
civil Officers, the * to widows, and ſeveral of the contingencies 
of this ſervice ; the Agent of the Marines 2 the ſubſiſtence and ar- 
rears of all the Officers on full pay (the General and Lieutenant - general 
excepted) the charge of the recruiting ſervice in Great Britain, and the 
contingencies at the different quarters ; the Deputy Pay-maſters, at the

Tur Treaſurer of the Navy was, till of late years, included in all 
commiſſions, as a Member of the Navy Board; — his duty was to pre- 


fide there. But having generally had other duties, as a Privy Cou r 


and confidential Officer of Government, the duty of preſiding at the 
Board has been left to the Comptroller, and, by the new Commiſſions, 
he is no longer a member of the Board, but is allowed to be preſent at 
their deliberations, if he thinks proper, | 


His emoluments aroſe from a poundage on the nts made by him» 
which probably was not more than ſufficient on the original conſtitution 
of the office; but, as the Navy increaſed, it grew to be enormous, and 
Sir Harry Vane, whoſe ample fortune was mo, accumulated from thence 
in the early part of the laſt century, is ſaid to have declared, that the 
income was too great for a ſubject. Subſequent to this, the Treaſurer 
had a fixed ſalary inſtead of Poundage *; but to what amount does not 
appear, till it was ſettled at £2000, by an order in council of the 25th of 
May, 1699,which has been fince reduced by the faxes of 15, and 64. in the 
und, but augmented, 'by the uſe of public money in his hands, which 

has been more or leſs according to the expenſiveneſs of the wars in which 
the nation bas been engaged. In 1780, a very expenſive year of war, 
the ſum in his hands was'49,549/. 1 55. 3d. the uſe of which muſt have in- 
creaſed his income to more than double his eſtabliſhed Salary. And, from 
the delay in ſettling the complicated accounts of the Ex-Treaſurers, as well 
as to anſwer out-ſtanding claims for 222 during their Treaſurerſhips, 
they have generally retained a confiderable ſum in their hands, pending the 
adjuſtment thereof; but, ſubſequent to the report made by the Commiſſion - 
ers of Accounts, in the year 1781, they were all ordered to pay in their 
acknowledged balances, four in number, amounting to 76,79 J. 185. 114; 
commencing in the year 1762, but the original balance in each Treaſurer's 
hands, on going out of office had been gradually reduced by out- landing 
bills, brought afterwards for payment. The whole of this ſyſtem 1s 
now al by increaſing the Treaſurer of — 2 4000l.

Thus the number of Clerks under the Pay-maſter and Accomptant 
were then fixed at thirteen : but, in the ordinary eſtimates of the Navy, 
ſubſequent to that time, the Accomptant has been omitted, and the num- 
her of Clerks augmented to twenty-two, at a charge of only 400/, more

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In 1781, the Commiſſioners of Accounts report, that the number had 
been farther augmented, owing to the increaſe of the buſineſs, 'and then 
ſtood at thirty-five, viz. Twenty (including three conduRors) in the Pay 
Branch, nine in the Caſhier's Branch, —1 fix (including a Caſhier) in 
the Victualling Branch.

All the above allowances and perquiſites appear to have been ed 
on uſage, and had been paid as far hack as the memory of the oldeſt 
Officers, then employed in the Navy Office, reached. 


There has alſo been heretofore a further advan 
to the Clerks in this office, under the head of a Gratuity for making 
the Accounts of Ex-Treaſurers, which is thus deſeribed by the Commiſ- 
fioners of Accounts in their third Report. Officers and Clerks 
who tranſatt the buſineſs of the Treaſurer in office, carry on alſo, at the 
ſame time, and finally make up the accounts of the Treaſurers out of 
office ; for which extra-work they have no ſalary or recompence what- 
ever, until the final account is ready to be paſſed ; at which time it has 
been nſual for them, by petition to the Lords of the Treaſury, to obtain 
a reaſonable allowance for their trouble ; which has been paid them 
virtue of a Treaſury Warrant out of any money remaining in the 
of that Treaſurer,” 


Tf any ſums were over-paid to Seamen through miſtake, and diſallowed 
by the Auditors, they were uſually deducted from the amount of this gra- 
tuity, and the remainder diſtributed by the Ex-Treaſurer, according to the 
claims of each Officer and Clerk employed to make up his accounts, The 
ſum granted depended on the amount of the monies impreſſed, and the 
period of the account ; it would be difficult, however, to torm any average 
of the advantage derived from it to perſons in this office, 


But the Commiſſioners of Accounts have recommended, in 1781, that 
adequate ſalaries, paid quarterly, ſhould be ſubſtituted in lieu of theſe 
various emoluments, and that the accounts of the Ex- Treaſurers ſhould be 
ſpeedily brought up, and further arrears prevented, the act of Parliament 
before-mentioned was paſſed in 1785, making an entire alteration in the 
mode of iſſuing money for the pay of the Navy, and requiring the annual 
ſettlement of the Treaſurer's accounts : and for the further regulation of 
the office in 1786, a plan was preſented by the Treaſurer of the Navy, to 
his Majeſty in Council, the object of which was to aboliſh all fees and 
perquiſites. except the odd pence, to raiſe the ſalaries in proportion, and 
to give weekly allowances to ſome of the Juniors, as an encouragement, 
while they actually attended; alſo to eſtabliſh two new branches, one en- 
titled the Accomptant's Branch, for the expreſs purpoſe of bringing up the 
Ex- Treaſurer's accounts, and preventing any arrears thereof in future; 
and the other, entitled the lnſpeor's Branch, for the purpoſe of prevent- 
ing ſtauds in Seamen's wills, and Letters of Adminiſtration and Attorney, 
conformable to the proviſions of an act of Parliament which had

The firſt eſtabliſhment of a Royal Navy Office was in the reign of 
King Henry VIII. who appointed. certain officers, under the title of Nas 
cipal Officers of his Navy, to manage the civil branches thereof, under 
the Lord High Admiral; but thoſe Officers had no poſitive inſtructions 
for their guidance in the execution, of theit duty, until the reign of Ki 
Eiward the VI. hen certain ordinances were iſſued for. the conduct 
of the officers entruſted with the ne of the marine affairs ; Which 
ordinances. form. the baſis of all the future, inſtructions given for the con- 
duct of the officers to whom the management of the civil branch of the 
Navy has been committed. The officers at that time appointed to this 
duty were the Vice Admiral of the Fleet, the Maſter of the Ordnance, 
the Surveyor of marine Cauſ-s, the Treaſurer, the Comptroller, the Ge- 
neral Surveyor of the Victualling, the Clerk of the Ships, and the Clerk 
of the Stores; who were diceted to meet once a week at the office on 
Tower-hill, to conſult together for the good order of the Navy, and 
to report their proceedings once a month to the High Admiral : particu-

The affairs of the Navy appear to have continued under the nianage- 
ment of ſuch officers until the time of King Janes I. who, in the fixteenth 
year of his reign, iſſued a commiſſion, under the Great' Seal, to Sir 
Thomas Smith and others, to inquire into frauds and abuſes which had 
been committed in the Navy, with er io remedy tht ſame, and to 
manage, ſettle, and put the affairs ofthe Navy into a right courſe; 


This commiſſion was determined upon the demiſe of King James J. 
in 1625, when his ſucceſſor King Charles I. iſſued a new commiſſion to 
the ſame perſons, By this commiſſion the offices of the Comptroller and 
Surveyor were ſuſpended during its continuance ; and the ſame continued 
in force until the year 1628, when it was made void by a new com- 
miſſion, reſtoring the management of the affairs of the Navy to the ancient 
prinei pal officers eſtabliſhed in the reign of King Edward VI; but be-

In January, 1661, the Duke of York, then Lord High Admiral, eſta- 
bliſhed certain inſtructions now in uſe for the conduct of the four princi- 

officers; the other three, being commiſſioners at e, had no par- 
ticular line of duty allotted to them, until the year 1666, when one of 
them was directed to take upon him ſo much of the Comptroller's duty as 
related to the examination and controul of the Treaſurer's accounts; 
another, that part which related to the Victualling accounts; and in the 
year 1671, dle third Commiſſioner had that part of the Comptroller's 
duty, which related to the examination and controul of the Store-keeper's 
accounts, 2 to him ; which, with the addition of one Commiſſioner 


at large, is the preſent arrangement of the Navy Board, 


Thus it appears that the conſtitution of this Board, and the relative 
duty of its members, have undergone very little alteration (except the oc · 
cafional variation of the number of Commiſſioners from ſeven to ten) for 
upwards of a century, notwithſtanding the great increaſe of the Navy ; 
and that the dnty then preſcribed to the principal officers and Commiſſion- 
ors remains nearly the {ame at this day.

The Comptroller of Trenfarer's Acconnts—to check the Treaſurer's ge- 
counts for naval and ſick and hurt ſervices; to examine the accounts ſent 
by the Treaſurer half monthly, and prepare a monthly account current, 
ſhewing the balance in his hands on each head of ſervice ; to prepare the 
annual eſtimates for the Ordinary of the Navy, and account of Navy 
debt: to check ſub-accomptants, to make out daily Jiſts of bills affigned 
on the Treaſurer, and to prepare aſſignments, It is alſo a part of his duty 
to ſuperintend the Ticket Office, where the accounts of the numbers of 
Seamen and mariners are made up, and the various payments made 
liſt and ſigned tickets are adjuſted ; where likewiſe bond tickets are 
out to ſupply the loſs of originals; and certificates of various kinds are 
granted to officers and men, in caſes which require them.

DOCK YARDS. 


Tura are ſix principal Dock Yards in this kingdom, viz, at Dept- 
ford, Woolwich, Chatham, Sheerneſs, Portſmouth, and Plymouth,  ' 


The dock at Voolauich precedes the others in point of antiquity : ſhi 
of war had been built here before the reign of Henry VIII ; — hy prince 
added to the celebrity of this yard, by building here, in the fourth year 
of his reign, a ſhip of a greater magnitude than any before conſtructed in 
England, viz, of 1000 tons burthen, named by him, the Henry Grace de 
Dieu, but more commonly called the Great Harry, At this dock like- 
wiſe were built the Prince Royal of 1400 tons, in the eighth of James 1. 
and the Sovereign Ryyal, a ſhip of the firſt rate, in the 13th of Charles I, 
alſo three famous firit rate ſhips of war, called the Charles, the James, and 
the S/. Andrew, in Charles II.“ reign, 


. Deptford was firſt raiſed into conſideration by King Henry VIII. who 

erecied a ſtorehouſe there, and eſtabliſhed a Guild, or Corporation, for 
the increaſe and better WG rag ag the Royal Navy, by charter dated 
the 4th of his reign, known by the name of the Trinity Houſe. Cam- 
den, who takes no notice of Woolwich, mentions Deptford, as being, at 
the time he wrote (1607), a noted dock, The area of the yard * 
ſince more than doubled. A wet dock of two acres for ſhips, and another 
of one acre and half for maſts have been added. It was at this place that 
Peter the Great of Muſcovy ſtudied ſhip-building, 


Portſmouth had been long celebrated for its harbour, and noted as a fortified 
place, before any dock was eſtabliſhed there. The walls were originally 
of timber and mud; but two towers of free ſtone at the mouth of the har- 
bour were begun by Edward IV. continued by Richard III. and com- 
pleted by Henry VII; and fortifications of free ſtone were added by 
are Flizabet „ South-ſea Caſtle, and the Block-houſe, were built by 

enry VIII. who made this one of the principal rendezyous far his navy,

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Chatham Yard owes its origin to Queen Elizabeth, who, in the ſecond 
year of her reign, built a dock at a great expenſe on the ſpot beneath the 
church, which, in the next reign, was aſſigned to the office of Ordnance, 
and a more extenſive yard was conſtructed, in 1622, on the adjoining bank, 
where it is now fituated, Gilliagham Road, on the Medway, juſt be- 
low Chatham, had early been a principal ſtation for ſhips, and is men- 
tioned as ſuch by Hollingſhead, It was on that account that Upnor 
Caſtle was built in the reign of Henry VIII, The eſtabliſhment of the 
Chet for maimed ſeamen at Chatham (1588), the extenſive marine bar- 
racks, and the head-quarters for the recruiting ſervice, have, in ſubſequent 
times, added to the conſequence of this place. 


Sheerneſi had no exiſtence till Charles II. conſtructed a fort by 
means of piles on a ſand-bank, at this point of the Iſle of Sheppey, 
as a more convenient barrier againſt the e of the enem 
than Queenborough caſtle, An alluvium of being ſoon after os. 
lected on the ſouth fide around ſeveral hulks which were run 
aſhore there; it was deemed a proper place for the eſtabliſhment 
of a yard on a ſmall ſcale, as an 8 to that at Chatham, for 
the occaſional repair and reſitting of 'Pt, without their going up the 
Medway, and for the conſtruction of ſhips of lower rates. e fort 
was taken and diſmantled by the Dutch in1667, but was ſoon reſtored 
again, and is now a place of conſiderable ſtrength, and celebrated for its 

ell, planned and executed a few years ſince by Sir Thomas Page, to 
ſupply what has heretofore been its chief defect the want of freſh water. 
The principal inconyenience attending the yard is, that it is a thorough-

There is a naval ſtorehouſe at Harwich, and ſhips have been occaſi- 


_ onally built there, but it has no pretenſions to the title of a Dock Yard, 


and is only calculated for refitting any of the King's ſhips, which happen 
to touch there, for which purpoſe there is a ſtorchouſe and offices belong;

The chief receipt of the Maſter Porter ariſes from a tap, which he is 
allowed to keep for the convenience of the Yard, and his own advantage. 


A conſiderable abuſe ariſes in the ſeveral Yards from indulging the 
artificers and workmen with the perquiſite of chips. 


They are itted every day at noon to carry from the Yard a bun- 
dle of Chips n permitted — what each could car 
under his arm; but of late years have gradually raiſed them to their 
ſhoulders, and by that means carry double the quantity formerly allowed ; 
it is full time to put a ſtop to ſo increaſing and waſteful an evil. 


The cuſtom is for the men to leave off work perhaps half an hour be- 
fore beil-ringing, for the purpoſe of gathering together their chips, and, 
even during working hours, ſometimes clandeſtinely cut up uſetul tim- 
ber to complete their bundles; beſides this, opportunity is given fog 
ſecreting valuable ſtores, ſuch as copper, braſs, &c. 


This perquiſite ought, on account, to be aboliſhed, and a com- 
ſation made to the arrificers by an increaſe of wages in lieu therecof; 
the Officers of all the Yards are unanimous for the abolition. | 


In the ſeveral Home Yards the Commiſſioners of enquiry report, that 
the order, regularity, and convenience with which they found the ſtores in 
general diſpoſed gave them the greateſt ſatisfaction. 


They however ſtate their grounds for thinking that in the forei 
Naval eſtabliſhments, particularly at Antigua, great abuſes prevailed in 
«ar of ſtores, to correct which the moſt deciſive meaſures were in

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ViCTUALLING OFFICE. 


Tur former and preſent ſtate of the office for victualling his 
Navy are thus deſcribed by the Commiſſoners of Enquiry, in their ei 
Report, dated the 17th of April, 1788. | 


In former times, when the fleet was upon a ſmall ſcale, the Commiſſi 
oners of the Navy, in addition to other numerous and weighty concernse 
managed alſo thoſe of the Victualling; but, in the year 1683, the latter 
department 1 to have been ſeparated from the Navy Board, and 
conſtituted a diſtinct but ſubordinate eſtabliſhment ; one of the Members 
of that Board being ſtyled Comptroller of the Victualling Accounts, 


At that period the Board of Victualling conſiſted of four Commiſſioners, 
who were diſmiſſed in 1689, and five others appointed in their place, In 
1704, two Commiſſioners were added to the number, Inſtructions were 
given to them for their conduct at different times: thoſe dated in Janu- 
ary, 1700, remain in force at this day for the purpoſe of general regula- 
tion; thoſe of 1711 and 1714, are calculated chiefly for the Eſtabliſh- 
ment of departments under ſeparate Commiſſioners, in the manner which 
we ſhallgeſcribe hereafter, | | 


Each Commiſſioner, according to theſe regulations, took the chair in 
rotation, there having been no precedence ſixed, either according to their 

pointment, or to their offices, until the 3d of November, 19784, when 
the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty were pleaſed to direct that the 
Commiſſioner who ſuperintends the branch of Accomptant for Caſh, ſhall 
preſide at the Board; and that the other members ſhall take precedence 
trom their reſpective departments in the following order, viz.

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The commiſſioners are appointed by patent, and receive inſtruction 
from the Admiralty for the ſuperintendance of the departments commit. 
ted to their care, and for the regulation of their general conduct as Mem. 


bers of the Board. 


The buſineſs of the ViAualling Office is, to provide, either by con- 
tract or otherwiſe, all the proviſions, and alſo certain ſtores required for 
his Majeſty's Navy; arranging and diſtributing the whole to the ſeve- 
ral ports and places at home and abroad, as the ſervice may require; to 
take care that the different proviſions and ftores, when ſo iſſued, be pro- 
pow charged to the Agents, edi cg" LY Purſers, Maſters of Tran- 

rts, or others, to whom they were iſſued ; and to compel the reſpec. 
tive parties to paſs timely and regular accounts; alſo to take care that all 
offal ariſing from articles manufactured be properly diſpoſed of, all old 
ſtores ſold to the beſt advantage, and the proc duly accounted for ; 


to attend to the various checks, &c. which have been inſtituted for the 


ſecurity of the public; with other numerous and important objects, 
which are conſtantly and neceſſarily at to this office, 


The eſtabliſhed articles of Victualling uſed in the Navy, are biſcuit, 
beer, beef, pork, peas, oatmeal, butter, cheeſe, and vinegar ; and the 
ſtores are caſks, hoops, and bags]: theſe are generally provided, by con. 
tracting with ſuch perſons as offer the loweit terms, either for the arti. 
cles in their manufactufed ſtate ; ſuch as butter, cheeſe, vinegar, and 
bags, or for the materials, ſuch as wheat, malt, hops, oats, oxen, hogs, 
ſaves, and hoops ; from which biſcuit, beer, oatmeal, ſalt beef, ſalt pork, 
and caſks are manufactured in the ſtorehouſes at Deptford, &c. In time 
of war, large quantities of each ſpecies of proviſions are, ſent abroad, as 
alſo ſome extra articles, ſuch as ſour crout, eſſence of malt, molaſſes, and 


pot barley, 


For the performance of ſuch extenſive and important ſervids, it has 
been found neceſſary to conſtitute permanent eſtabliſhments at Deptford, 
Chatham, Dover, Portſmouth, Plymouth, and Gibraltar; at each of which 
places there are regular and ſubordinate offices. Agents are alſo ap- 
pointed occaſionally for the like purpoſes, upon various parts of the coaſts 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and alſo at foreign ſtations in the 
Weſt Indies, America, India, &c. but notwithſtanding the appointments 
juſt mentioned, recourſe is frequently had to contracts for the vic. 
tualling of his Majeſty's ſhips _ different tations both at home and 
abroad; and the commanding. officers of ſquadrons upon detached ſer- 
vices deem it neceſſary to appoint Agents for ſupplying the ſhips with pro- 
viſions and victualling ſtores ; ſuch ſupplies alſs are often provided by 
Purſers of ſingle ſhips, touching at ports where there is neither a con- 


tractor nor agent, 


For the ow of eee the Board of Victualling to execute the 
comprehenſive and important duties which have been already ſtated, ſtore- 
houſes, &c. were attached to the office on Tower-hill,- and Gila recepta- 
cles alſo provided in other ſituations, not only for containing ſuch pro- 
viſions and ſtores as had been already manufactured, but alſo for the manu- 
faQuring of ſuch articles as might be found neceſſary, from the materials

are nevertheleſs branches of the department of the Accomptant for Caſh, 
to whom conſequently they are ſubordinate. The ſame commiſſioner alſo 
ſuperintends the offices of the Surveyor, and Clerk of the Checque, the 
firſt of which is for drawing plans, and forming eſtimates, and reporting 
upon the materials, and rates of work done; and the latter is for muſter. 
ing the workmen of the Yard, and attending the receipts and ſurveys of 
proviſions and ſtores, 


Under the ſecond Commiſſioner are comprehended the department of Se- 
cretary, where, beſides the ordinary duties, the important one of receiv- 
ing tenders and drawing up contracts is tranſacted; and the department 
of; Accomptant for Stores, where a great variety of books are kept, which 
ſhew, at any period, the ſtate of proviſions, &c. in ſtore, and the expen- 
diture for the ſame : alſo the department for keeping a charge on pur- 
ſers, and of Clerk of the Iſſues, the duties of which are implied by their 


reſpective titles. 


The third Commiſſioner has under his direction the ment of Hoy-

abuſes to which ſuch departments would be liable from the nature of their

To the Office in London belong a Warder, a Deputy Warder, and 
Nine Meſſengers ; one for the Board, a fecond for the Port, and a third 
for Deptford ; three more attend upon four Offices ; and three others are 
- attendants in common: beſides which, four watchmen have been hitherto 


employed, 


Moſt 
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Moſt of the Branches upon the Eſtabliſhment at Deptford are different 
from the Victualling Offices at Portſmouth, Plymouth, Chatham, and Do- 
ver, being conſidered as Appendages to the Special Duty of the Commiſ- 
ſioners in London; and the chief Officers communicate with thoſe Com- 
miſſioners individually, with reſpect to ſuch Officers as relate to their re- 
ſpective Departments. We find, however, at the above place, an Agent 

ictualler, with Three eſtabliſhed Clerks under him, and a Store Keeper, 
with one extra Clerk, The Office of the Agent Victualler at ord, 
although without the extenſive controul or truſt which is repoſed in 
ſimilar Offices at the Out Ports, is nevertheleſs of great Importance, 

ariſing from the very ſuperior extent and magnitude of the tranſactions 
at this place. | 


Next to Deptford, in point of importance, is Portſmouth. The arti- 
cles purchaſed at this Port are, Wheat, Malt, Coals, Candles, and ſundry 
ſpecies of ſmall ſtores; and contracts are frequently made by order of 
the Board, for Wheat and Malt to be deli ered at Plymouth. The arti- 
cles received from Deptford are, principa.ly, Salt Beef and Pork, Peas, 
Oatmeal, Butter, Cheeſe, Vinegar, and Hops; ſome of which, ſuch as 
Wheat, Malt, and Hops, are afterwards manufactured here in the ſame 
manner as at Deptford, The contract for Freſh Beef is always made in 
London, and the Oxen are ſlaughtered at this Port at the charge of the 
Contractor, who delivers the Four Quarters, when cold, for which he is 
paid by weight, the tongue being given in; and every other part of the 
Offal belonging to the Contractor. Some of the Tongves are diſtributed 
amongſt the Admirals and Captains, according to a regulated proportion; 
the remainder are ſold, and the money ariſing from fach ſale carried to 
the credit of the Offal Account. In the ſame Account is alſo included 
the mo received for Bran, Grains, Yeaſt, decayed Proviſions, old 
Staves, Hoops, and all Stores fold, and which is regularly paid to the 
Treaſurer of the Navy, purſuan tothe directions — 1 — from the 


Board for that purpoſe, 


At each of the three Out- Ports there is an Agent Victualler, a Store- 
keeper, and a Clerk of the Checque, with Clerks and other inferior perſons ; 
At Plymouth and Portſmouth, there are, likewiſe, a Maſter Cooper and a 
Maſter Brewer ; and at the latter place there is a Maſter Miller; but the 
ſame eſtabliſhment is unneceſſary at Chatham, on account of its vicinity 
to Deptford, The Agent Victualler correſponds with the Commiſſioners, 
receives their orders, and ſuperintends the whole buſineſs of the Victualling 
Department at his particular Port, 


The Agent Victualler, Store keeper, and Clerkof the Checque or Perſons 
deputed from their reſpective Departments, muft all join, in order to 
through any tranſaction Whatever; ſo that they are mutually checks upon 
each other, like the principal Officers of a Dock Yard. 


Every article of Proviſion, and of Stores, received by the Officers at 
the ſeveral Out Ports, is charged againſt them in accounts kept at London 
2 the Accountant for Stores; and all Proviſions and Stores iſſued by 
och Officers are placed to their credit reſpectively in the ſame account. 
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Thoſe accounts are afterwards checked, and examined in the Office of 
the Chief Clerk for bringing up Accounts of Stores in Arrear. 


The Bills made out by the Agent Victualler at the Out Ports, and cer- 
tified by him, the e 2 and by the Clerk of the Checque, are re- 
ceived by the Accountant for Caſh, and afterwards paſs through the ſame 
forms as Bills which are made out in London, ; | 


Every Agent Victualler oy one general Account of Caſh ; another, 
ſtating all Monies received for Proviſions, &c. ſold ; both of which are 
ſent to and examined by the Accountant for Caſh. A third Account, ſtat- 
ing Money impreſſed to ſuch Agent Victualler, is alſo tranſmitted to and 
examined by the Chief Clerk for examining and ſtating of Impreſt Ac- 
counts, 'The Fay Liſts tor Wages are received by the Clerk of the Checque, 
and thoſe for ſhort Allowance Money in the Office of that Name. The 
whole of the above accounts are tranſmitted to London once in every 
three months, _ oath, and being corroborated by other documents, 
A par” ay orm a complete ſyſtem of connection between the Board 
of Victualling in London, and the ſeveral ſubordinate Eſtabliſhments at 
the Out-Por's, under every check and ſecurity which the public ſervice 
can render neceſſar), provided that the execution of the complicated du- 
ties of that extenſive department, as well in the ſuperintendance as in the 
detail, be performed with fidelity and preciſion by the perſons who are 
entruſted with the ſame, 


The denominations. of the Officers in the ſeveral ie. Depart- 
ments in London and the Out- Ports, &c. and the number of Clerks em- 

oyed under each, will appear by the "Tables hereafter given. They are 
all efficient, and diſcharge their reſpective duties in perſon, one Clerk ex- 
cepted, who executes his office by Deputy. 


Complaints of Frauds and Abuſes in the Victualling Department at 
Portſmouth having been made to the Houſe of Commons in 1783, and 
having produced a Report from a Committee of the Houſe, ſtating ſuch 
Frauds and Abuſes to be of great magnitude and importance, the Com- 
miſſioners of Enquiry deemed it their duty, when at Portſmouth in 1787, 
to examine the ſeveral parties upon oath, as they were empowered to do, 
but which could not be done before the Committee; and the ſubſtance of 
ſoch examination, and their own opinion thereon, is ſtated by them, as 
follows, in the ſame order as was laid down by the above-mentioned 
Committee. 

Firſt Charge. Embezzlement of His Majeſty's Stores, by removing or 
uſing, the ſame for private advantage. 

It is admitted, — ſome articles, amounting in the whole to Four 
Pounds, were taken from the Stores for the uſe of Individuals; but the 
explanation which is given in the depoſition of the Officers, muſt remove 
all ſuſpicion of any fraud or embez t having been intended, unleſs 
the value of the Mops and Brooms may be conſidered as ſuch. 


Second Charge. Granting certificates for Stores before they had 
Actually been received, and likewiſe for articles ſhort received.” 

Every certificate, ſtating the receipt of Stores, muſt have the ſignatures 
of the Three Principal Officers ſubſcribed to it. As the Bufineſs in its 
various Branches cannot be carried on upon the ſame Spot, thoſe Officers 
may happen to be ſeparated when Stores are receiving at different Places;

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and in ſuch Caſe the Officer who was abſent will fign afterwards; but 
he may have ſigned before the Delivery, and which upon One Occaſion 
appears to have been done. The Certificate however is of no Validi 
without the Signatures of all the Officers; but from the Regulari with 
which the Department in queſtion is conducted, there is not the ſmalleſt 
difficulty in believing that no Certificate did iſſue at the Time ſpecified 
in the Complaint, until the Stores had been actually received. 


Third Charge. Receiving of Stores which were improper in Qua- 
* lity, and not according to * ed a 

This Charge which hath reſpect principally to Biſcuit delivered upon 
Contract, is poſitively denied by the Perſons who have been examined, 
and there is no Reaſon to doubt the Truth of their Aſſertions. 


Fourth Charge. Public Officers acting as Agents for Contractors.“ 


The Depoſition of the Officers will ſhew to how trifling an extent 


this practice has been carried; but, though its general p—g is un- 


doubtedly to be reprobated, it is of long ſtanding, and has adopted by 
many of the beſt Officers, who do not confider it as an Abuſe : and it is cer- 
tainly purſued to a far greater Extent in other Departments of the Naval 
— ment than it has been in the Victualling Department at Porti- 
mout 


- Fifth Charge. Public Officers demanding and receiving exorbitant 
ces.” 

This they peremptorily aſſert is not true, and their Aſſertion is in ſome 
Meaſure confirmed by the Practice of Fees being received only by Clerks, 
and not by Officers. But it 1s very probable that the Charge applies to 
the late Hoy-Taker in London, who actually received very exorbitant 
Fees, and whoſe Conduct in other Reſpects appears to have been very ex- 
ceptionable ; but he is no longer in the Service. 


With reſpect to the large deficiencies ſtated in the rt of the Com- 
mittee to have happened in 1780, all Apprehenſion upon the Subject would 
have been completely removed, if the Surplus which remained in other 
Quarters had been ſtated. To explain this Circumſtance we ſhall ſelect 
the largeſt Article, viz. that of Bread, the Deficiency in which, at Chriſt- 
mas 1780, is ſtated to have been Two hundred Thirty ſeven Thouſand 
Two hundred and Forty-five Pounds, 

In the next Quarter ending at Lady-day, 1781, there was a Surplus of 
Two hundred Twenty-two 'Thouſand huudred and Forty-eight 

It is true, that apparent large Surpluſſes are equally irregular with 
Deficiencies ; both. of which, we truſt, may — jowwr ter. "urge 


The great Abuſes in the Victualling Department occur at Foxzian 
ro, and conſiſt chiefly of fabricated Vouchers, Certificates, and 
Affidavits ſtating that Proviſions or Stores were actually received on board, 
which were never in fact purchaſed ; and that prices were paid exceedin 
the known value of the ſeveral articles ſo pretended to have been purchaſed, 
Kc. all of which the Commiſſioners have fully detailed in their in 
Report. . 5 


The Expenſe of Victualling his 11 Fleet is for in the 
following manner, viz. Out of the ſum of Four Pounds a Man per- 


Month of Twenty-eight” Days, which is voted by Parliament for the ſer-

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rice of the Navy, Nineteen Shillings a ' Man per Month are appropriated 
to the Victualling. A farther ſum is likewiſe voted, under the head of 
Harbour Victuals, which laſt amounted, for the year 1786, to Thirty. 
three thouſand Seven hundred and Ninety-five Pounds Nineteen Shillings 
and Two-pence, and is intended to defray the Expenſe of Victualling 
the Ships in Ordinary, and the Officers and Servants employed therein, 
alſo thoſe employed in Navy Tranſports, ſmall Yachts, &c. The Com- 
putation for Harbour Victuals is made at the rate of Sixpence per Man 
po Day for thoſe employed on board the Ships in Ordinary, and of 

e. for the Men employed in Tranſports, &c. The amount of 
thoſe ſums collectively is never adequate to the whole expenſe of the 
Victualling Eſtabliſhment ; extra Services eonſtantly occur, and old Ba- 
lances are frequently demanded, and paid, although not provided for in 
the Eſtimate which is laid before Parliament ; an additional charge like- 
wiſe falls upon this Department, in conſequence of the high prices paid 
for Proviſions or Stores upon Foreign Stations, with other incidental Ex- 
penſes, which are more or leſs conſiderable, according to circumſtances, 


and cannot be enumerated. 


Beſides the Fond arifing from the Money voted by Parliament, another 
Fund is formed of Monies produced from the ſale of Offal, decayed 
Proviſions, old Stores, &c. to which are added, Sums repaid to clear Im- 
preſts, Debts remaining due to Government upon balancing the Accounts 
of Purſers, &c. and ip general all Montes whatſoever which are received 
--4 the Board of Victualling, except what is received directly from the 

xchequer, 

The Fund, under the denomination of Old Stores, is appropriated to 
the defraying of the Salaries and Allowances of the Commiſſioners, Offi- 
cers, Clerks, and others, employed under the Board of Victualling, as al- 


ready mentioned. 


The Officers, Clerks, &c. derive an addition to the income which they 
reſpectively receive from Govetyment, in conſequence of Fees, Gratuities, 
Perquiſites, and Emoluments, taken from Individuals, The whole of the 
Expenſe to the Public and to Individuals, with the amount of Salaries and 
* aer aid to the ſeveral Commiſſioners, Officers, &c. and alſo of 
the Fees, Gratuities, and Emoluments, which the Officers, &c. derive 
from their official ſituations reſpectively, are comprized in the Tables 
which follow. 


The Salaries and Allowances are ſtated together in one Column : ihe 
Groſs Amount of Salarics is £12,211 27. 4d. and of Allowances £2321 
57. gd. All Salaries and Allowances above £5o are ſubject to the Six- 
penny duty, and. all above £100 to a duty of 17. in the pound. The total 
ſum paid for Taxes in the whole Victualling Departments is about Four 
Hundred Pounds; but other Outpay ments make the total Deductions 
£492 151. 114. The Net Salaries and Allowances are given in theſe 
Tables, to avoid the neceſlity ſof a column for Deductions. Ihe no- 
minal ſalary of the Commiſſioners is £400 a year cach, and their allow- 
ance for Houſe Rent (65, which ſums are reduced by the Taxes here de- 
ſcribed to the Net Amount Qated in the Table, 

In lj\e manner, the Secretary to the Board, and the Agent Victuallers 
at the -Jut-Ports, have ſalaries of £200 each, which are ſubject to the 
ſan e deductions ; and the other ſalaries, if above 50, follow the rule

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SICK AND HURT OFFICE. 


HE Office of the Contblionry fe york and Wounded Seamea is 
us deſcribed in the S port of the Commiſſioners of Eng 
dated the 20th of March, 1788. 208 n. 


It 1 by the papers in this Office, that a commiſſion for the care 
of Sick and Wounded Seamen belonging to the Royal Navy, exiſted in 
the reign of King William: No record remains of the date of the inſtitu- 
tion; but it was diſſolved in June 1692, and the buſineſs put under the 
care of the Commiſſioners of the Regiſter Office, and remained ſo till 
June 1702, when a ſeparate commiſſion was granted by the Lord Hi 
Admiral to five perſons, who were directed to provide quarters and aſſiſt- 
ance for the Sick and Wounded Seamen of the _ and alſo to ide 
for the ſecurity and maintenance of Priſoners of War taken at Sea, and 
for the care of thoſe who were Sick or Wounded; this Eſtabliſhment con- 
tinued until February 1713, when a new Commiſſion was granted to Two. 
Members of the former Board, to bring 3 the arrears, and carry on the 
current buſineſs ; this commiſſion continued until May 1715, when the du- 
ty was transferred to Two Members of the Navy Board, in which ſtate 
it continued until March 1717, when a Commiſſioner was 2 ap- 
pointed for the ſervice, who, with the Two Members of the Navy Board, 
conducted the buſineſs for ſome time; but upon the death of One of the 
Members of the Navy Board, no other being appoiated to this duty, it 
continued to be managed by the Special Commiſſioner and One Member 
of the Navy Board, until July 1940, when, on account of the War with 
Spain, the aſſiſtance of a Member of the Navy Board was diſcontinued, and 
a Special Commiſſion granted to 'Three Perſons for this ſervice, and for 
the exchange of Priſoners of War, In 1745 another Commiſſioner was 
added, on account of the increaſe of buſineſs occaſioned by the War with 
France, that the hoſpitals and priſons might be viſited frequently by a 
member of the Board; from that time to the preſent it has been a diſtin& 
commiſſion, and the number of the Commiſſioners has varied, as the ſtats. 
of the ſervice required, |

In October 1782, it was found neceſſary, on ac- 
count of the buſineſs running in arrear, to divide the department for Pri- 
ſaners of War into two branches, one for Great Britain and Ireland, the, 
other for Foreign Parts, and to appoint a Third Chief Clerk; in 1786 it 
was alſo found neceſſary to divide the department for Sick and Wounded

Previous to the completion of the Royal Hoſpitals at Haſlar and at Ply. 
mouth, it was the practice to victual not only the Sick, but the Priſoners 
of War, by contract, at a certain rate per man a day; but on the eſta. 
bliſhment of theſe Hoſpitals, it was jud 2 ient to make ſeparate con- 
tracts for the various articles of 9 which were to be received and 
ifſued under the inſpefion of officers appointed for that purpoſe, who 

i form part of the eſtabliſhment of the Hoſpitals ; and the ſame mode was 
adopted at all the priſons in Great Britain and Ireland. This of courſe 
mulkipliel accounts, and increaſed the byſineſs to a great degree.

oOPICES OF THE EXCHEQUER. 


Preliminary Obſervations, 


1 principal Offices of His Majeſty's Exchequer having been enquired 
into, and reported upon by the Commiſſioners of Public Accounts, 


the only Office which appeared to them already upon a proper footing, - 


and to require no alteration, was the Office of 
The Paymaſters of Exchequer Bills: 


All theothers included in their Reports, were, in their opinion, either ſuch 
as ought to be aboliſhed, or ſuch as required a conſiderable degree of 
regulation. Thoſe which they pointed out for abolition were the Offices of 


The two Chamberlains of the Exchequer, and 
The Uſher of the Receipt of the Exchequer, 


Thoſe which they recommended ſhould undergo regulation, were the 
Offices of 


The Auditor of the Receipt of the Exchequer, 
The Tellers of the Receipt of the Exchequer, 
The Clerk of the Pells, 

The Auditors of the Impreft, 


Accordingly an AR of Parliament was paſſed in the year 1783, for 
aboliſhing the Offices of the two Chamberlains and Uſher, and eſtabliſhin 
certain regrlations in the Offices of the Auditors of the Receipt, the Tel- 
lers and Clerk of the Pells ; ſuch abolition and regulations to take place in 
each Office immediately on the deraiſe of the preſent patentees : and a fur- 
ther AR, paſſed in 1785, for vacating the Patents of the then Auditors of 
the Impreſt, on a compenſation being granted to them, and eſtabliſhing a 
Board of Commiſſioners in their ſtead, for auditing the Public Accounts, 
according to certain rules and orders therein preſcribed, The Office of 
Auditors of Impreſt was therefore immediately placed upon a new Eſta- 
bliſhment, and by the deceaſe of the Clerk of the Pells, and two of the 
Tellers, ſubſequent to the firſt-mentioned Act, their reſpective Offices have 
been ſubjected to the new regulations: the other Offices being ſtill in the 
hands of the ſame patentees as before, remain upon the old ſyſtem. 


In giving, therefore, ſome account of theſe ſeveral Offices, it is intended 


to begin with that which has remained, and is to remain, upon its former 
Eſtabliſhment ; then to take the two which are deſtined for abolition ; 
next thoſe which are to be regulated upon the demiſe of the preſent poſ- 
ſeſſors; and, laſtly, thoſe which have y undergone regulation. 


As by the new conſtitution of the Impreſt Office, the department of the 
* of Army Accounts is connected therewith, à deſeription of 
which is given in the Tenth Report of the Commiſſioners of Accounts; 
and as the Office of Paymaſter General of the Forces has been regulated by 
Act of Parliament, founded on the Reports of the ſaid Commilſioners,

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PAY OFFICE OF EXCHEQUER BILLS. 


The Eſtabliſhment conſiſts of three Paymaſters, a Comptroller, an Ac- 
countant, a Caſhier, and two Clerks, a Houſekeeper, and Meſſenger. The 
Paymaſters, Comptroller, and Houſekeeper, are appointed by the Treadbry, 
and the reſt of the Officers by the Paymaſters themſelves. | 


The buſineſs is to pay off all the principal and intereſt due upon Exche- 
quer Bills, 15 


When public bills are to be paid off, in conſequence of a Letter from 
the Secretary of the Treaſury, a computation is made of the principal and 
intereſt due, up to the day notified by public advertiſement : this compu- 
tation being ſent to the Treaſury, a Warrant and Order are obtained 
the Paymaſters for the computed ſum, which is accordingly paid to their 
account at the Bank by the Tellers, and is drawn for from time to time 
” any two of the Paymaſters, for the payment of the ſaid Bills; and the 

xchequer Bills, when diſcharged, are cancelled, and kept in the Office, 
until ſent to the Auditors of the Impreſt, The Officers and Clerks are all 
paid by certain annual ſalaries, which have been the ſame ever ſince the 
year 1736. No Fee or Gratuity whatever is taken by any of them, ex- 
cept a ſmall Annual Fee of Two Pounds Seven Shillings, allowed the 
Accountant for making up his Year's Account.

PAYMASTER GENERAL OF THE FORCES. 


_ 'THIS Officer is conſtituted by Letters Patent under the Great Seal 
during pleaſure. He appoints his deputies, and all the officers and cler 
mployed in his office. Heretofore he received a ſalary of £3000, At 
various other allowances, — L 3992 more, but the deductions 
for Taxes, Salaties of Clerks, and Contingencies reduced his total Net 
Receipt to £3061 12. 74, His 22 profit, however, always aroſe 
from the uſe of the balances of public money in his hands, which have

PUBLIC OFFICES. 


IT has been a maxim univerſally acknowledged, that the Rates of Fees 
received in the Offices of Government cannot be made too public, It was 
on this principle that, in 1716, the Houſe of Commons addreſſed King 
George I, to order, and His Maj accordingly ordered, That all Per- 
ſons, claiming or taking Fees in any Office, ſhould ſet up for public Inſpec- 
tion a Table thereof ; and, accordingly, the Board of Cuſtoms not only in 
that year, but again in 1776, inforced the ſetting up of ſuch tables. But 
this order has been adhered to in v few offices, except the cuſtoms, and 
there not very ſtrictly, owing to new articles of buſineſs occaſionally ariſing, 
and the circumſtances of the times altering 

The deficiency, however, has been in a great meaſure ſupplied by the 
Tables of Fees annexed to the reports of the Commiſſioners of Accounts, 
comprizing thoſe taken in the Exchequer, Arey and Navy Pay-Offices, and 
Cuſtoms.

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SALT-OFFICE. 


WHEN the Order was iſſued in 1716, for ſetting up Tables of Fees 
for public inſpection, in all Offices where any were taken, it was added, 
(as appears by the Minutes of the Board of Cuſtoms), that in Offices 
where no Fee was due, a Paper, containing a Declaration thereof, ſhould 
in like manner be ſet up for public view. Although, therefore, no regu- 
lar Table of Fees can be given for the Salt-Office, it is proper, conform- 
ably to the above regulation, ſo far to notice this Department, as to-ſtate, 
that the following is the ſubſtance of the anſwer made to an enquiry on 


this ſubject in 1783. 


« No Fees, Gratuities, or Perquifites whatever, appear to be taken by 
_ Officers in the Department of the Commiſſioners of Salt Duties, un- 
leſs ſome little matter in addition to the Stamps on Bonds and Debentures, 
for the trouble the Officers have in furniſhing the ſame and filling of them

A SCHEDULE of the FEES, GRATUITIES, and PER- 
QUISITES, taken by the Officers, in the Department of the 
Commiſſioners, for licenſing Hackney Coaches and CHains, 
upon the iſſuing of any Inſtrument, or upon any other occaſion - 
whatever, ſpecifying the Officers, to whole Benefit they are ap- 
plied, and the annual Amount thereof. 


' BY an Act 18 George II. the Commiſſioners for licenſing Hackney 
Coaches, are directed to enter the names and places of abode of the Maſter 
or Owner of every Cart, Car, or Dray, and the number of ſuch Cart, 
Car, or Dray, driven within the Bills of e for every ſuch Entty 
which is during the Owner's Life, there is paid ſum of 1s, which is 
received by the Commiſſioners Clerk, appointed to receive and regiſter 
ſuch Eatries, who divides the amount into fix equal parts, one of which 
he pays to each Commiſſioner, and retains the remaining ſixth. The 
whole ſum ſeldom exceeds £60 per annum, ſo that cach ſhare is

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 _ By an Act of the 7 of George III. there is ordered to be paid to the 
Commiſſioners Clerk, for every Search, by any perſon or perſons deſirous 
of inſpecting ſuch Regifter-Book of Carts, Cars, or Drays, for the pur- 
poſe of diſcovering and bringing to juſtice the offenders againſt the Laws 
relating to the Drivers thereof (over which offenders the Commiſſioners 
have no juriſdiction) a Fee of 4d. which is accordingly received by the 
aforeſaid Cletk. No account having been kept, the amount cannot be aſ- 
certained, but it is probably very inconſiderable. | 


By an Act of the g of Queen Anne, the Regiſter and Clerk is entitled fo 
his pains in writing and engroſſing each Licence, to have and receive from 
the perſon enced, the ſum of 28, 6d, On an average, of the Years 1779, 
80, and 81, there were 174 Licences granted in year, which accord- 
ingly produced to the Regiſter 211. 15s, per annum. In caſe of non-pay- 
ment of Rent by Hackney Coachmen or Chairmen, or non-payment of 
any Fine or Fines ſet for Breach of any Orders or Bye-Laws, made in 
purſuance of the Statutes, the Commiſſioners are authorized and di- 
rected to iſſue their Warrant for levying ſuch rent, Fine or Fines, by diſ- 
treſs of the Goods and Chattels of the Offender or Offenders, which Goods 
are to be ſold within ten days, and the overplus to be returned to the 
Owner, the Charges of making and ſelling the Diſtreſs being firſt de- 
ducted and allowed, together with the Charge of the Warrant for the 
Diſtreſs —And in default of Diftreſs, for any ſuch Fine, Penalty, or 
Forfeitures as aforeſaid, the Offenders neglecting or refuſing to pay the 
ſame, the Commiſſioners are by Warrant to commit the nders to 
Priſon. For every ſuch Warrant there is paid a Fee of 3s, 4d. of which 
ds or 28. go to the Office Solicitor, for his trouble in drawing and en- 
groſſing the ſame, and the remainder in equal portions of 4d. each, 
to the three Senior Meſſengers for the time being, and the Receiver's 
Clerk. Onan average of the aforeſaid three years, there were 361 War- 
rants iſſued in each year, the Solicitor's Share of which amounted to 
£36 27. and the Share of the others was £5 44, each. 


On each Payment made by the Receiver into the Exchequer, he pays 
167. in Fees, for which it is cuſto to allow him One Pound, fo that 
by every ſcch payment, which are uſually fifteen in the year, he gains a 

,Ferquiſte of g. amounting per annum to three pounds. f 


There is alſo uſually allowed to the Receiver, on paſſing his annual ac. 
count through all the Offices, a farther Emolument of two pounds. 


There are no other Fees, Gratuities, or Perquiſites paid to or taken by 


the Commiſſioners, or any Officers in the Department under their ma- 


nagement, upon the iſſuing of any Inſtruments, or upon any other occa- 
fion whatever, 


The above detail of Fees in this Office, was the reſult of a very accu- 
rate enquiry into the ſubje&t, made in the Month of September, 1782, and 
in the — month in the following year. By the foregoing account, their 
total amount on an average of the three years above-mentioned, ending 
at Chriſtmas, 1780, was 4 146 187. 44. per annum.
